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FOREWORD 


This  is  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  prepared  by 
the  Wyoming  State  Office# 

The  report  covers  the  various  programs  of  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Admini strati on,  ad- 
ministered by  the  Wyoming  State  PMA  Committee# 
A brief  narrative  report  has  been  included  on 
each  program;  however,  the  main  purpose  of  the 
report  is  to  present  statistical  data  showing 
the  important  accomplishments. 
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The  Wyoming  State  Committee  takes  this  means  of  summar- 
izing and  reviewing  the  accomplishments  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Conservation  Program  for  the  19h9  program  year* 

For  the  19U9  program  year  Congress  appropriated 
230,303,000  for  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program* 
Of  this  amount, approximately  203,000,000  was  distributed 
to  the  states  and  territories  to  be  used  in  assisting 
farmers  and  ranchers  to  carry  out  needed  conservation 
practices  on  their  farms  and  ranches.  Wyoming* s share, 
of  the  money  allocated  for  this  purpose,  was  1,586,000. 

A great  deal  of  planning  had  been  done  on  the  19h9  Con- 
servation Program  before  the  money  was  appropriated* 
County  and  Community  Committeemen,  who  were  elected  by 
the  farmers  and  ranchers  in  their  communities,  were 
requested  to  make  recommendations  to  the  State  Committee 
as  to  the  practices  they  felt  were  needed  in  their  areas 
and  which  should  be  included  in  the  19U9  Wyoming  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Handbook*  From  these  recommenda- 
tions made  by  county  and  community  committeemen.  State 
Committee  recommendations  were  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Assistant  Administrator  for  Production  recommend- 
ing the  practices  which  they  wished  to  have  incJ.uded  in 
the  National  Bulletin.  After  the  National  Bulletin  was 
prepared,  the  State  PM  Committee  with  the  assistance 
of  the  State  Technical  Committee,  chose  practices  from 
those  included  in  the  National  Bulletin,  which  they 
decided  should  be  carried  in  the  19^9  Wyoming  Handbook* 

In  addition  to  the  practices  included  in  the  Wyoming 
Handbook,  County  Committees,  with  the  approval  of  the 
State  Committee, and  concurrence  of  the  ACP  Branch could 
select  a local  practice  for  which  there  was  a need  loc- 
ally but  which  was  not  provided  for  in  the  list  of 
practices  in  the  National  Bulletin.  Thirteen  Counties, 
took  advantage  of  the  local  practice  option  and  the 
following  local  practices  were  selected  (l) Construction 


of  Windbreaks  and  Shelters,  (2)  Seeding  Adapted  Varie- 
ties of  Alfalfa,  (3)  Seeding  Adapted  Varieties  of 
Legumes  and  Grasses. 

To  permit  further  local  adaptation  of  practices  the 
county  committee  was  permitted  to  choose,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Committee,  one  practice  for  the 
county  from  the  list  of  practices  included  in  the 
National  Bulletin  which  was  not  included  in  the  list  of 
practices  appr©ved  for  the  State  Handbook*  Five  ccunties 
in  the  State  requested  a Special  Practice * 

From  the  list  of  practices  included  in  the  State  Hand- 
book, each  county  committee  selected  practices  they 
determined  were  needed  in  the  county  and  prepared  their 
own  County  Handbooks© 

After  the  county  Handbooks  were  prepared  and  approval 
was  granted  by  the  State  Committee,  the  county  commit- 
tees, with  the  assistance  of  the  community  committeemen, 
conducted  sign-up  of  Farm  Worksheets  for  the  19U9  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program*  Each  operator  who 
intended  to  carry  out  conservation  practices  under  the 
program  was  required  to  sign  a Farm  Worksheet  in  order 
to  establish  eligibility  to  participate  in  the  program* 

At  the  time  of  Sign-up,  each  farmer  or  rancher  was 
required  to  list  on  the  Farm  Worksheet,  the  practices 
which  he  wished  to  carry  out  on  his  farm  or  ranch.  It 
was  then  the  county  committee1 s responsibility  to 
approve  the  practices  and  set-up  allowances  for  the 
practices  which  they  determined  should  be  approved. 

In  addition  to  the  practices  which  were  carried  out  by 
individuals  on  their  own  farms  and  ranches,  there  were 
seventy-six  community  projects  carried  out  in  fifteen 
counties  in  the  State*  There  were  514  farms  involved 


in  these  community  projects*

For  the  first  time  in  Wyoming,  the  use  of  Purchase 
Orders  was  provided.  Under  this  provision  operators 
could  apply  for  Purchase  Orders  to  be  used  in  making 
partial  payment  to  vendors  of  certain  conservation 
materials  and  services  needed  in  carrying  out  their 
practices*  The  Purchase  Order  Plan  was  started  late  in 
the  year;  however,  there  were  fifteen  counties  who  took 
advantage  of  the  plan*  The  State  Committee  determined 
that  there  was  an  opportunity  for  farmers  and  ranchers 
to  carry  out  additional  conservation  practices  through 
the  use  of  the  Purchase  Order  Plan  and  decided  that, 
although  little  use  was  made  of  the  plan  in  19U9,  it 
should  be  provided  again  in  the  1950  program.

19h9  SUGAR  BEET  PROGRAM 


Conditional  sugar  beat  payments  were  promptly 
made  to  sugar  beet  growers  by  the  use  of  the 
previous  seven-year  average  of  sugar  content 
for  beets.  Payments  did  not  have  to  be  held  up 
awaiting  the  sugar  content  of  the  current  crop. 
This  is  the  second  year  of  operation  under  the 
new  procedure  and  the  new  procedure  was  gener- 
ally very  well  accepted  by  the  industry  and 
other  people  working  with  the  program. 

Payments  to  sugar  beet  producers  are  condition- 
al upon  the  producer's  compliance  with  the 
Child  Labor  and  Fair  Wage  Rate  provisions  of 
the  Sugar  Act, 

Sugar  beet  acreage  has  been  on  the  upward  trend 
in  some  counties  and  has  been  greatly  reduced 
in  others.  The  sugar  beet  acreage  in  the 
Sheridan  factory  district  is  now”  1,000  acres 
compared  tu  approximately  5,000  acres  in  lyljl.

I9h9  COMMODITY  PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAM 


Participation  in  the  19  U9  Price  Support  Program  in  Wyoming  was  the 
largest  in  the  history,  since  the  program  was  first  inaugurated  in  1938* 

Commodities  covered  by  farm  and  warehouse  storage  loans  and  purchase 
agreements  represented  a program  support  value  of  $12, 7i|6,986, 

Three  and  one- half  million  bushels  or  1|6  percent  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  estimated  1 9h9  Wyoming  wheat  production  was  placed  under 
loan  and  purchase  agreements  in  19h9 • 

Seventy-one  percent  of  the  BAE  estimated  19 ii9  Wyoming  dry  bean  produc- 
tion was  placed  under  loans  and  purchase  agreements.  Most  of  the  dry 
beans  placed  under  the  program  were  taken  over  by  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  on  May  1,  1950,  inasmuch  as  the  market  was  able  to  liquidate 
only  a few  loans. 

The  market  redeemed  approximately  75  percent  of  the  wheat  and  barley 
loans  and  100  percent  of  the  oats  loans. 

Deliveries  of  farm  storage  loan  and  purchase  agreement  commodities  to 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  were  made  during  the  months  of  May, 
June,  and  July  of  1950  with  elevators  cooperating, 

A new  provision  in  the  regulations  permitted  county  PMA  committees  to 
make  settlement  with  producers,  who  were  required  to  trackload,  on  the 
basis  of  the  county -committee  supervised  loaded  on  weights  and  grades. 
This  new  provision  permitted  prompt  settlements  with  such  trackloading 
producers. 

The  19h9  potato  purchase  program  began  in  December  of  1 9k9  and  proceeded 
through  May  31,  1950,  Very  few  outlets,  other  than  for  stockfeed,  were 
available.  Purchases  were  generally  restricted  to  fully  graded  lots  on 
a bulk  basis.  No  payment  was  made  for  sacks  or  sacking  on  lots  of  po-^ 
tatoes  being  delivered  on  local  bona-fide  stockfeed  sales.  Potatoes 
delivered  on  stockfeed  contracts  were  dyed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
county  committees.  Price  support  for  the  1950  crop  of  potatoes  for  Wyo- 
ming and  Western  Nebraska  is  being  withheld  until  the  results  of  a pro- 
posed referendum  on  a marketing  agreement  proposal  is  held.

The  farm  storage  facility  loan  program  was  participated  in  by  many  pro- 
ducers who  desired  to  erect  additional  grain  storage  structures  on  their 
farms.  Loans  are  made  for  85  percent  of  the  out-of-the-pocket  cost  to 
the  farmer  but  not  to  exceed  1*5  cents  per  bushel  of  bin  capacity.  Loans 
carry  1*  percent  interest  per  annum  and  are  to  be  repaid  in  five  annual 
installments. 

The  fact  that  there  were  price  support  programs  on  many  other  commodi- 
ties resulted  in  a healthy  strengthening  effect  on  the  market  for  these 
commodities, 

A corn  loan  and  purchase  agreement  program  was  previously  available,  but 
was  participated  in  by  growers  in  Platte  County,  and  Wyoming  for  the 
first  time  on  the  19 1*9  crop.

FEDERAL  CROP  INSURANCE  PROGRAMS 


In  the  operation  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  program  for  Wyoming,  wheat 
was  the  only  crop  for  which  the  protection  was  available.  Due  to  the 
reduction  of  the  insurance  program  by  Congress  in  19h7  to  200  counties  for 
wheat,  the  program  was  available  only  to  Goshen  county.  Daring  the  summer 
of  19l*7>  an  entirely  new  insurance  program  was  put  into  operation  in  three 
counties  in  the  United  States  for  the  191*8  crop  year.  Then  the  insurance 
was  expanded  on  a limited  basis.  In  the  summer  of  19l*9  insurance  was 
offered  to  two  wheat  counties  and  was  accepted  by  Platte  and  Laramie 
counties,  Wyoming. 

In  191*8,  bean  insurance  was  offered  for  the  first  time  in  a few  counties 
nationally,  then  in  191*9  the  bean  insurance  program  was  put  into  operation 
in  Big  Horn  and  Goshen  Counties.  In  1950,  it  was  expanded  to  Fremont 
County.  Participation  was  very  satisfactory  in  all  three  counties. 

1950  brought  to  Platte  a multiple  crop  insurance  program,  which  gives  a 
farmer  investment  protection  on  the  major  crops  grown  on  his  farm,  at  a 
very  nominal  premium  rate;  and  is  being  put  into  operation  in  Washakie 
County  for  the  1951  crop  year.  The  wheat  loss  experience  ratio  to  premium 
was  very  favorable  for  191*9  in  Goshen  County.  In  191*9  this  county  had  a 
22,918  bushel  premium  with  only  few  losses  paid,  amounting  to  1,176 
bushels.  The  accumulated  reserve  in  the  county  exceeded  the  required 
reserves  set  by  the  Corporation  to  the  point  where  the  county  was  entitled 
to  a 12  percent  discount  on  premiums  for  the  1950  crop  year. 

The  bean  insurance  loss  ratio  in  Goshen  County  was  very  favorable  in  19l*9. 
$18, 9l*l*. i*9  was  paid  in  premiums  with  indemnities  paid  to  producers  in  the 
amount  of  $7,063.25.  Big  Horn  County* s loss  ratio  was  also  very  favorable 
for  the  19U9  years  $12,311.58  paid  in  premiums  with  only  $2,56U.l8  paid 
in  indemnities.
